1 . (Amended) A pharmaceutical composition for the treatment of sinusitis comprising a 
therapeutically effective amount of a peptide having a C-terminal sequence amino acid sequence 
KPV (SEQ ID NO:l) in combination with a therapeutically effective amount of a 
decongestant/antihistamine. 

2. (Amended) The pharmaceutical composition of claim 1 wherein the peptide is selected 
from the group of peptides with a C-terminal amino acid sequence consisting of: KPV (SEQ ID 



NO:l), VPK-Ac-CC-Ac-KPV, HFRWGKPV (SEQ ID ^^-g^^^^^^^^^^J^^pY 
IDNO:3). ^ 



13. (Amended) A pharmaceutical composition for the treatment of sinusitis comprising a 
therapeutically effective amount of a peptide having a C-terminal sequence amino acid sequence 
KPV (SEQ ID NO:l) in combination with a therapeutically effective amount of a 
decongestant/antihistamine and a therapeutically effective amount of a fungicide. 

14. (Amended) The pharmaceutical composition of claim 1 3 wherein the peptide is 
selected from the group of peptides with a C-terminal amino acid sequence consisting of: KPV 
(SEQ ID NO:l), VPK-Ac-CC-Ac-KPV, HFRWGKPV (SEQ ID NO:2) and 
SYSMEHFRWGKPV (SEQ ID NO:3).
